His prowess as a baseball catcher 
won him considerable fame and at one 
time he played on a semi-professional 
team in Lethbridge. 


In 1912 he was called on a mission 
in Australia where he met his future 
wife, They returned to Utah in 1915 
and were married in the Salt Lake 
Temple and came to Raymond to 
make their home and have resided 
here since. 

Mr. Selman is survived by his wife, 
two sons, Francom of Calgary and 
Barker, two sisters, two brothers and 
four grandchildren.
